The GSA approved construction 
of the building at a cost of I 
million more dollars than original­ 
ly estim ated more than 18 months 
ago. 
The original estim ate set the 
construction cost at $8,315,000.

20 set the coat at $9,927,349.

Most auto drivers are accus­

to flat terrain, gentle 
curves and long sight distances, 
and as a result sometimes have 
their vacation travels end trag­ 
ically on a steep m ountain curve.

requires special knowledge and 
skills, the National Safey Coun­ 
cil offers the following advice 
if you plan to drive in th* 
mountains:

I. One of the most frequent 
causes of mountain mishap* is 
too 
much 
downgrade. 
The 
average flat-country driver has 
learned 
to 
sense 
dangerous 
speed by vibration and wind 
noise and to expect easy curves. 
In the mountains, speed may be 
too fast long before the speed­ 
ometer or the usual danger sig­ 
nals give warning. Curves are 
torturous compared to ord in a b ­ 
road s. The Inexperienced driv­ 
er, finding himself entering a 
curve too fast, may brake too 
heavily and throw himself into 
a skid, he may oversteer in a 
panicky reaction to the pull of 
centrifugal force, or he may 
veer across the center line Into 
the path of oncoming cars. 
• 
• 
• 
t. Runaway speed can result 
from wearing out the brakes. 
Using 
engine 
compression 
to 
hold the car by descending in a 
lower gear is the only safe prac­ 
tice. 
Brakes, when used, should 
be applied interm ittently. Con­ 
stan t application builds up ter­ 
rific heat which not only wears 
brake bands, but may expand 
the drums and even cause the 
hydraulic 
fluid 
to boil. The 
vapor bubbles then compress 
when the brakes are applied, 
with loss of positive action. If 
brakes get mushy, stop and let 
them cool.

3. Never let your desire to 
save gas 
lead 
you 
to coast 
downhill out 
of gear. 
Forget 
about economy. Coasting is so 
dangerous lf is against the law 
in many states.

For the same reason, don’t 
descend 
in 
overdrive. 
Inci­ 
dentally, it strains an engine to 
climb in overdrive, so for moun­ 
tain driving it is best not to use 
it at all.

5. Many new cars have auto­ 
matic transmissions which pro­ 
vide less engine compression in 
the normal driving range than 
conventional gears. On steep 
downgrades, the control should 
be set in the "Low'* position. 
Once you are rolling, this will 
give engine compression about 
equivalent to the regular second 
gear.

of the road is one of the most 
common causes of mountain 
accidents. Tills can result from 
too much speed on curves or 
from passing on upgrades, Some­ 
times it is from a psychological 
fear of the drop—nervous and 
Inexperienced drivers stay so 
far away from the edge of the 
precipice that they take their 
half in the middle.

8. Passing other vehicles on 
m ountain roads is a ticklish 
proposition and requires more 
self-control than the flat-coun­ 
try driver commonly exercises. 
Tile only rule is—never take a 
chance! On winding mountain 
roads you ne\er get to see very* 
far ahead. Downhill, it often is 
possible to pass safely, but there 
is danger in building up too 
much speed in your desperation 
to get around. Uphill, the dan­ 
ger is miscalculation of the ac­ 
celerating and overtaking rate, 
which naturally ts much slower 
than on level highway*. If a 
driver behind you starts to pass, 
slow down and let him around 
as quickly as possible. Don't 
risk a pileup that may involve 
you.

9. Don't drink. That'* a good 
idea anytime you are going to 
drive, but it's even more impor­ 
tant in the mountains. The in­ 
toxicating effect of alcohol in­ 
creases with altitude.

In the thinner 
air of high altitudes, alcohol 
boils easily. Use a non-alcoholic 
anti-freeze lf the season makes 
such protection advisable.

11. In the thinner mountain 
air, uphill driving on a warm 
day may heat the motor enough 
to cause vapor lock or radiator 
boil. Vapor lock is due to high 
engine heat causing gasoline in 
fuel lines and fuel pump to 
vaporize,

sucks on the bubbly liquid with 
little effect. There is nothing 
to do but wait until it cools, 
possibly hurrying things along 
by wrapping a cloth soaked in 
cold 
water 
around

pump. The radiator of modem 
cars shouldn’t boil if you are 
not using alcohol, if the water 
level is checked every morn­ 
ing, if the radiator cells are 
not clogged with bugs and dirt,

Overheating 
result* chiefly from climbing In 
too high a gear. Don’t take it 
as an affront to your car’s per­ 
formance if it strains in high 
gear.

your hand with a rag and turn 
it a quarter turn, which allows 
steam to escape without spray­ 
ing boiling water.

Electric wipers or vacuum wip­ 
ers with boosters do not present 
this difficulty.

other prisoners from Rockview' to 
Western State Penitentiary near 
Pittsburgh 
The fair-haired, swarthy convict 
sawed his way out of the van and 
fled when it stopped for a traffic 
light at Duncansville near Altoona 
A posse of 50 state and local po­ 
licemen 
searched 
the 
area 
for 
nearly 
IO hours before Edward 
MagUl, Duncansville Justice of the 
peace, 
apprehended Williams as 
he stepped, dripping wet, from a 
field. 
Had Saw Secreted 
Williams refused to tell author­ 
ities how he 
secreted the 
saw 
while he was loaded aboard the 
van. The other prisoners, who did 


not attem pt to flee, also declined 
to give any details. 
Warden Frank Johnston of Roek- 
view and prison guards came for 
Williams 
at 
the 
Hollidaysburg 
state police barfacks and returned 
him to the Bellefonte prison in a 
private car. 
Williams had been transferred 
to Rockview only last Friday from 
Eastern State Penitentiary where 
he was sent for a life term on 
a $60 holdup-murder conviction in 
1953 
Warden Angelo' Cavell of West­ 
ern State Penitentiary said Wil­ 
liams' transfer between the pris­ 
ons "was routine for adjustment 
purposes.”
